San Francisco.—In the recent-¥ic- 
tory Liberty Loan drive, from April 
21. to May 10, the Twelfth Federal 
Reserve District, with a quota of 
$301,500,600, secured subscriptions 
totaling $319,675,150, according, to 
the official figures just announced by 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

. The final figures show that San 
Francisco subseribed $79,671,550, as 
against a quota of $79,318,150, with 
a total of 143,841. subscriptions, 
while Los Angeles, with a quota of 
$31,848,900, subscribed $33,078,250, 
with a total of 108,558 subscriptions. 

The complete figures for the dis- 
trict indicate that Portland, Oakland, 
Santa Barbara and the state of Wash- 
ington have won the four. German 
cannon captured -by the Americans 
in the final drive of the allied armies. 

By the terms of the competition for 
the four cannon awarded in the 
twelfth district one cannon Was to 
be awarded to’ the city of more than 
200,000 population reporting the 
largest oversubscription of its quota;

which no city had won a cannon.

History Recalls That It Was “Traded 
for Horse, Saddie and Bridle at 
- One Time é 


hos~-Angeles.—Santa .Catalima is}- 
and, off: the coast of Southern Cali- 
‘fornia, .recently purchased by Wil- 
lam. Wrigley Jr. of Chicago, for $3,- 
000,000, was oce putchasef for a 
horse, saddle and bridle, The trans- 
sactiontook-place at a hitching post 
in a corral. on the site of which now 
stands a building.but a few blocks 
from the-heart of Los Angeles’ busi- 
ness .center, 

The fact was recalléd around a 
family dinter.table council on Dod- 
son ranch, when tie last portion of 
nearby “undivided Spanish -grants 
veted to be annexed to the city of 
Los Angelés. The vote was 5 to 0 
and the voters were the five members 
of the Dodson’ family. 

The ranch, consisting of 887 acres 
of high rolling land on the outskirts 
of San Pedro, near here, and adjoin- 
ing a tract of land owned by Frank 
A. Vanderlip, recently retired presi- 
dent of the National City Bank of 
New York, has been sold by Mrs. Ru- 
decinda de Dodson to C. C. Averill of 
Waterville, Me., H. L. Weymouth of 
Millinocket, Me., and H. L. Averill of 
this city. Before the cash was paid 
over-it was stipulated by the purchas- 
ers that the land should be annexed 
to Los Angeles. And so Dodson Pre- 
cinct called a special election. Ralph 
Walker of the city clerk’s office of 
Los Angeles solemnly carried away 
the ballot box and posted a sign on 
the Dodson ranchhouse, announcing 
that Dodson Precinct had dnly voted 
to. be annexed to Los Angeles city. 

The Dodson ranch ig a subdivision 
of the Palos Verdes ranch of 40,000 
acres, which grant was made by the 
king of Spain to Delores Sepulveda, 
grandfather of Mrs. de Dodson, who 
received her share of 887 acres from 
the portion left her father, Diego 
Sepulveda. 

In the girlhood days of Mrs. de 
Dodson ali the land between Los An- 
geles and the ocean was owned by 
the Sepulveda, Dominguez, Avila and 
Lugo families. Mrs. de. Dodson’s 
aunt was Ramona Elizaldi, credited 
with being the original of the Span- 
ish Ramona in Helen Hunt Jackson’s
